= two extremely dangerous provisions, both of which tie 
Japan closely into world government. 

Their effect is to give the United States rights in 
the Pacific only as we are a segment of U. N. 

The Treaty fails to provide any military security for 
the United States in the Pacific and it has clauses that 
could work out greatly to the advantage of Red China 
and the U.S. S. R.

The Preamble of the Peace Treaty commits Japan 

to becoming a member of the United Nations and to 
agreeing, 
. in all circumstances to conform to the prin- 
ciples of the Charter of the United Nations; to _ 
realize the objectives of the Universal Declaration 
of Human Rights; to seek to create within Japan 
conditions of stability and well-being as defined 
by Articles 55 and 56 of the Charter of the United 
Nations, and already initiated by post-sarrender 
legislation; and in public and private trade and 
commerce to conform to internationally accepted 
fair practices.” (Italics supplied.) 
NOT AMERICAN, BUT U. N. TREATY 
. This provision in the Preamble has two important 
effects. First, it establishes Japan as a segment of 
world government, committed to a world welfare state. 
It also constitutes formal approval by the U.S. Senate 
+0f the Declaration of Hugnan Rights, the social welfare 
clauses, Articles 55 and 56 of the Charter, and of inter- 
national trade agreements still to be negotiated. 
Articles 55 and 56 of the U. N. Charter commit the

“On December 24, 1944, at 9 o’clock the Soviets 
had encircled Budapest now already from the West 
also, at a distance of about 11-12 miles from the 
capital. While many refugees still were flooding out 
of the city, others were already coming back in large 
nambers, for the Soviet ring around the town was 
closed. Most terrible news arrived about the atrocities 
committed by the. Soviet troops. At 8 o’clock in the 
morning I had called up a friend-of mine and told him

-I would call again after one hour. So I did, but at 9 


o’clock somebody else answered me in Russian from 
the other end of the line. 

“T left my apartment to look around the city. First 
I went to the Southern Railway Station. There 300 
women and children were waiting for the start of their 
train consisting of cattle-wagons. But there was no 
engine! Nobody at all cared for them. There was no- 
body to take any measures. So I took over the direc- 
tion and had breakfast distributed among them. While 
they were still eating I ran to the RTO to get an 
engine. . . . I was received by Colonel K. After I ex- 
plained that after more than 300 women and children 
must be saved he only ae his shoulders saying 
he couldn’t do anything. . . . I entreated in vain; he 
remained inflexible. 

“In the hospital meanwhile the Russians had besa 
their cultural activities. It happened -before our very 
eyes that they threw out the inmates through windows 


into the street. If one of the sick tried to flee the Rus- |- 


sians amused themselves by hunting him with machine 
guns while he crawled away on hands and feet. Nerve- 
wrecking screams announced that the Russians had 
begun to violate the female patients and nuns. Death- 
rattles, the strange barking of the Russian machine 
guns, yells, explosions of mines and gun-shells were 
to be heard at the same time. The hell was broken out. 
We fired at the hospital. For moments, but only for 
moments, the screams ceased, but then again went 
on this maddening symphony of hell. 

“From the neighborhood also came men and women 
and declared to take part in the defense. One of them, 
an active Communist, staggered into the position 
where I was and muttered, pale-faced, like a madman: 

“ ‘Give me a weapon! I didn’t think it like that!

But would this cry be heard, would 

this shocking disillusion be felt also by the other 

agents . . . by all those who dreamingly were waiting 

for the power they expected to be given to them by the 
Soviets. 

. The task now was to get weapons and ammuni- 
tion. . ... We went to the cavallery barracks. Here we 
didn’t find even a doorkeeper. Here also were neither 
ammunition, nor food, nor fodder. No sparrow could 
have made a nest from the straw we found here. Back! 
In the deserted streets we met stragglers . separated 
from their units... . We gathered them and went our 
way. . . . However, we still had no food! We must get 
some! After a lengthy search finally somebody re- 
ported that the store of a big firm was filled with food. 
We found the keys and opened the store. Relieved I 
sighed: ‘At last the women, children and defenders will 
have something to eat—for a few days it'll do.’ (At 
this time I have to remark that still none of us sup- 
posed that the encirclement of Budapest would prove 
to be a final one, and we awaited in every moment the 
ring to be torn open.) 

“In the meantime the Soviet‘attack went on without 
interruption. . . . I visited the front sections from time 
to time to see what the situation was. The fight was 
embittered. The Russians pushed their men in tight 
rows against our positions. The Hungarian gendarmes 
fired with awful coolness. And very considerately. Am- 
munition was extremely rare. So every shot must hit. 

. And indeed no bullet was wasted. The corpses of 
killed Russians formed heaps several feet high. Des- 
pite the alarming situation morale was astonishingly 
good. During the breaks when the fight lessened gay 
remarks of the defenders flitted about. They asked 
for arm-badges and flags with ‘Arpad-stripes’ because 
before them the Russians trembled.” (Editor’s note: 
“Arpad stripes’ —the red and white stripes on the war 
flag of Arpad, the leader of Hungarion tribes when 
they settled down in the Danube basin. Colors of this 
flag were used by the Arrow Cross Party. The arrow 
crosses as such were the emblem of King St. Laszlo, 
leader of one of the crusades.) 

“To give the civilian defenders some soldier-like 
appearance we made available every police, gendarme, 
and fireman uniform. Those for whom there weren’t 
even such auxiliary uniforms obtained arrow cross, or 


Arpad-stripe badges. 
“  . The readiness of the civilian population to de- 
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fend the city was unbroken. We could provide medi- 
cines by seizing the chemists’ shops and stocks of 
medical drugs. I would -also take care of dressings. 


Right away I ordered all blocked textile stores not yet 


captured by Soviet troops to be seized immediately . 
to gather all stuffs that could be used as dressing and 
employ women to cut up linens. 

. And food? From -the slaves Aowite: There 
are several hundreds of thousands of pounds of meat, 
according to our reports. . . . And so it happened. 
Under the protection of German and Hungarian de- 


tachments (in the first place, however, arrow cross 
formations), rushed at the Soviet forces at the abatoir 


and pushed out the Russians in a close-up fight. The 


Russians fought with stubbornness. However, the 


assault of the defenders of Budapest was irresistible. 
Wading through blood and among the killed, they 
drove the Russiahs inch by inch until the entire de- 
fense of the Russians collapsed at the slaughter-house. 
Civilian formations, mainly youngsters, women and 


girls, hurried along on trucks amidst the exploding 
-| shells to transport the food which had proved to be 


really of a considerable quantity. 

. In the Nepliget (‘People’s Gove’) Hungarian 
armored artillerymen were busy. The urchins of the 
environment helped to carry ammunition. Among the 
bushes I met Captain V. and Cadet F. They directed 
the fight. Had they had sufficient ammunition no Rus- 
sian would have come through there. Their faces were 
blackened from the smoke of gunpowder. For days 
they had slept almost not at all. Only their eyes glit- 
tered. 

“At the Janos Hospital the defense was firm. Three 
Hungarian infantrymen who had deserted to the Bol- 
shevists were chased forward by the Russians. From 
behind the ruins which served them as cover some of 
them were shouting at us: 

“‘ ‘Brother, we are also Hungarians!’ 

“‘Then your place is Rere! Come here!’ 

“*Nio, you should come here! Nothing will happen 
to you! The Russians are good men! They don’t hurt 
anybody!’ 

“A volley was the answer! These were the most 
terrible scenes of the siege. 

““ “May God give no peace, not even in the grave, to 
the scoundrel -who has done this to us!’ somebody 
cursed beside me,_...-.---” 

The-helinet on | the head of one of. tRe defenders 
had slid aside. I set it right. as he hissed” with’ pain. 
‘Don’t squeeze it! It aches!’ 

“Then I saw that he had got a grazing shot on his 
head. The bullet had run along his scalp. He had 
dressed the wound with his own handkerchief. 

“Go to the bandaging place!’ I told him. 

“ ‘Ts that all which ails you? If so, don’t bother me. 
Get ammunition! With such a bagatelle I don’t go 
backwards!’ And there he stayed.” 


“In Obuda the Russians had advanced to the Jo 
Pasztor (‘Good Herd’) boarding school for girls. A]- 
ready from afar could be heard the screaming of the 
violated Nuns and girls. One of the school-girls some- 
how had ‘succeded in Graaging herself to our lines. 
She had no human shape. Hef clothes hung down from 
her in rags. On her face, breast and body were bloody 
traces of bites. She was shrieking, half maddened. We 
had to keep her down and carried her to the bandaging 
station. There she got an injection. Slowly she calmed 
down and related that three Russians had seized her 
and held her while the men of one platoon violated 
her. Then others held her and it was the turn for the 
first three Russians. In her frenzy she asked us to 
shoot to pieces the building, thus giving the other in- 
mates of the school the redeeming death at least. In 
vain, the Russians were too strong. Owing to our 
drum-fire the screams ceased for some time in the 
building. A little later, however, the unbearable 
screams of the tortured continued out from the cellars 
and the air raid shelters. 

“We had to give up Megyer. The Russians pene- 
trated into Ujpest. Atrocities ‘reached undescribable 
dimensions. These were not men but beasts. They 
rushed in masses*. . . without cover, forward through 
snow and blood, across the dead. They were blind- 
drunk, shouted Soviet songs, brandished with their 
weapons, stumbled and fell over the corpses, then 
staggered on hands and feet to the nearest house wall, 
struggled to their feet and continued rushing forward. 
For our part, ft wasn’t a fight any more but a mass 
butchering. 

“The ring of encirclement was getting tighter and 
narrower. We had to give up one house-block after the 
other because the Russians were attacking through 
the air raid cellars. The Russians, if opposed by re- 
sistance, extincted all persons they found in the cellar, 
not sparing women or children. We were still in one 
cellar when, out of the next one the screaming of the

women and children was already to be heard. Soviet 
culture advanced. Its way was indicated by violated 


women and female children! The first group of the 
Russians used. to shower a frantic fire at, and throw 
.|grenades against, the emergency exit while, at the 
very same time, the second wave of them was already 
spreading venereal disease!” 

. Our anti-aircraft was already silent for days. 
There was no ammunition for the guns. The few shells 
still available were used in the street fights for direct 
firing. 

“The number of our dead grew larger and larger; 
the number of our wounded was very High. . . . In the 
first days of the siege many women and children were 
injured who, driven by hunger, used to rush out of the 
houses ‘whenever an army horse had been hit on the 
street. On the spot, they began straightaway to cut 
out with big knives pieces of flesh from the frequently 
still alive, rattling animal. Had the Russians watched 
them their machine gun immediately began to bark, 
mine-shells screeched, and the blood of rattling, dying, 
shattered women and children mingled in the snow 
with the blood of the horse. 

“Horse-meat had become the only food available 
in the capital. And the horses also looked out of sorts. 
As the encirclement grew tighter we were compelled 
to slaughter systematically those of the horses we 
didn’t need anymore. Those of the horses which had 
not fallen victim to the fight and had not been 
slaughtered got straw of litters and wood-shavings as 
food. Even the horses still used were starving; in their 
pain, the unhappy animals gnawed at the poles of the 
carts. 

“. . Meanwhile in Pest the last Hungarian resis- 
tance was ceasing. Even the last hand-grenade was 
spent. Only bleeding, injured and starving heroes 
awaited the drunken horde, some of them armed with 
knives, others with iron-bars, or stones. The struggle 
was short, but cruel! 

“In Buda, the space where we squeezed together was 
betdming smaller and smaller . . . no aid from the out 


side. The last battery, too, became silent. There was 


quiet. The streets were deserted. . . . Out from the 
houses and fixed on the ruins there were more-and 
more white flags fluttering in the wind. Flags? Rags! 
Here and there Red Cross flags and Swiss flags were 


to be seen. However, all Swiss and Red Cross flags 


~ 


“All day long the Royal Palace Hill was noisy with 
the wailing of violated women and girls, of the death- 
rattles of the seized Arrow Cross men and especially 
of the gendarmes who were usually executed without 
delay. 

“As to the violences, the Soviets were unsurpassable. 
The liberating army violated not only women and 
girls, but also matrons of 60-70, even little girls of 
10-12. Countless women committed suicide in order 
to avoid being ravished. Often this, too, was in vain. 
I was eye-witness when Russians violated dead women 
amid beastly laughter. . 

“In the hospitals began the torture of the helpless 
sick . . . stabbed to death on the hospital beds before 
the eyes of the other injured. How many nurses’ blood 
was shed in these hours! When they had finished with 
all the injured they ordered the horror-stricken civil- 
ians to bury the dead. 

“This was, very concisely, what I saw from the 
fights which took place during the 52 days’ lofig en- 
circlement of Budapest. It’s a historic fact that, finally, 
Budapest was not taken in consequence of the defeat 
of the defenders, but was occupied after the defenders 
had moved out. The defenders of Budapest had not 
been defeated by the Soviet army but by the lack of 
ammunition and food. 

“We Hungarians who have survived await, with 
clenched fist, with tearless eyes, the hours when the 
day of Justice will dawn brightening estimation at the 
unmarked graves of the defenders of Budapest. God 
is with us and will justify us! The country of Virgin 
Mary cannot remain a booty for Satan! For the faith 
lives in us and we believe in God who so far has never 
abandoned His people!” 

(Editor’s note: After reading this, do you think we 
should wait until the last days to fight Communism?)

seen only by looking at the Peace Treaty and the 
Security Treaty together. 

Chapter III of the Peace Treaty provides that Japan 
accepts the obligations in Article 2 of the U. N. Char- 
ter, especially, 

“ii. to give the United Nations every assistance 
in any action it takes . . . and to refrain from 
giving assistance to any State against which 
the United Nations may take preventive or 
enforcement action.” : 

Under Article 2 of the U. N. Chapter, Japan could 
continue to aid*the American forces in Korea in\a war 


sponsored by the U. N.; but—if the U. N. should] # 


accept Communist peace terms in Korea and we did 
not, Japan would be barred from assisting us in any 
way, under Section 4 which says, 

“All Members shall refrain . . . from the threat 
or use of force against the territorial integrity or 
political independence of‘any State, or in any other 
manner inconsistent with the purposes of the 
United: Nations.” 

If we Americans are in agreement with the U.N. 
we can have Japanese support. But if a’ left-wing 
neutralist government came into power in France and 
a few other countries, we could not move a single man 
or weapon or bit of supplies through any Japanese 
territory. 

To see the full potential of this clause, we must read 
it in connection with the Security Treaty. In that 
treaty (Article T)-Japan grants to the U. S. the right 
to “dispose U.S. land, air and sea forces in and about 
Japan.” But in Article IV it says that “This Treaty 
shall expire whenever in the opinion of the Govern- 
ments of the United States of America and Japan there 
shall have come into force such United Nations ar- 
rangements as will satisfactorily provide for the main- 
tenance by the United Nations or otherwise, of inter- 
national peace and security in the Japan area.” (Italics 
supplied. ) 

This means in unmistakable language that whenever 
the present American government wishes to transform 
our land, sea and air forces in the Pacific into “U.N. 
forces,” our right to keep any special United States 


' force there would come to an immediate end. The Ad- 


ministration could decide that this transformation was 
“satisfactory” without any consultation with the Senate 


or House. 


Our right to keep troops in or about Japan can be 
ended by the President or the Secretary of State, at a 
moment’s notice. 

Can anyone honestly say that the present State 
Department, in view of its record, would surely not 
take such action? Can anybody in his senses say that 
the Communist influence in the State Department is 
dead? 

Perhaps it is part of a detailed plan to end our rights 
in this area soon after the Treaty is ratified. It would 
be easy enough to tie it in with mock peace in Korea, 
which would mean Red China had ceased to be an 
“aggressor.” Perhaps not. 
guage is open to such variable interpretation, the se- 
curity of the United States in the Pacific would be in 
grave danger. 

U. S. GAINS NOTHING BY TREATY 

This treaty really would give the United States 
nothing solid. Every concession by Japan is made to 
U.N., not to us. We would be unable in a short time 
to take any steps for our,defense in the Pacific except 
through the U. N. chain of command, which includes 
the Soviet Union and its satellites on its governing 
board, the Security Council. Will anybody say that 
our vital interests would then be safe? 
REPARATIONS 

Another clause which needs special attention is the 
provision for reparations. The Peace Treaty provides, 
in Article 14 (a), that Japan is to pay reparations for 
war damage in the form of labor in ‘“‘production, sal- 
vaging and other work for the Allied Powers in ques- 
tion.” Raw materials are to be supplied by the Allied 
Powers. 

This provision is hailed as a great forward step over 
monetary reparations. But it is certainly not clear just 
how. If the Japanese perform labor for their former 
enemies, someone must pay their wages. If these come 
out of the Japanese economy they are identical with 
any other monetary reparations in lowering the stand- 
ard of living of te Japanese. 

Is there some hidden agreement by which these 
wages are to be paid by us in some not yet revealed 
form? Or by U. N., with ours the principal contribu- 
tion? It hardly seems possible that this is the whole 
story. 

This brings us to China. The country with the great- 
est claim for reparations is China. China is also the 
country with the largest supply of raw materials with- 
‘out means to process them, and with the greatest need 
for both the consumer goeds and capital goods (which

SOVEREIGN POWER IN CHINA? 

The Treaty is conveniently silent about who is the 
sovereign power in China. The Administration has 
already expressed willingness to let Red China into 
the U. N.; provided it is not engaged in “aggression.” 
In other words, the moment a “peace treaty” is signed 
in Korea, Red China can apply for admission to the 
U. N. and be eligible for billions of dollars worth of 
Japanese labor set to producing uniforms, machinery, 
docks and airfields, in the name of “reparations.” 

Japan’s economy is geared to Chinese raw materials 
and Chinese markets. Such a provision could, during 

“peace” lull in Asia, permit the arming of Red China 
at a rate far faster than either the Red Chinese or the 
Russians could accomplish. 

JAPAN NEED NOT RECOGNIZE 

There is, so far, no commitment by Japan to recog- 
nize the sovereignty of Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist 
Government over continental China. There is a public 
statement by the Japanese Premier that he will recog- 
nize the sovereignty of Formosa; but it is not definite 
whether that means over Formosa only or over the 
mainland too. It would be very easy for the masters of 


vague and general statements to leave that point un-|_ 


settled. 

Japan is to hold elections soon. It has been said 
frequently that General MacArthur was ousted and 
the Peace Treaty hurried in order to remove the 
American Occupation’s influence in maintaining tran- 
quillity during the élections. 

We have here a perfect opportunity for Fifth Column 
violence, or for Communist political skill, to win a 
majority. What would be the position of the United 
States militarily if a Socialist-Communist majority 
came into office legally in Japan after the Treaty was 
signed? 

We know the objective of Communist penetration 
into Korea was to get a base for attack on Japan. 
Japan, with its modern industrian power and its stra- 
tegic position over the whole Pacific area, is Rus- 
sia’s real power in the Paciflc. It even adds to it vir- 
tual possession of Sakhalin and the Kuriles, each only 
a few miles from Japan’s most northern island. 

No experienced observer can be taken in by the 
stage-managed Soviet objections to the Japanese Peace 
Treaty. Those were in accord with common Soviet 
strategy. 


At best the two Treaties make Japan-a segment of 


world government, and gives us rights only as a mem- 
ber of the U. N. At worst the Treaties. greatly 
strengthen the position of the Soviet Union in the Pa- 
cific and could lead to the destruction of American 
power in the Paciflc. That would leave us defending 
America on the shores of Washington, Oregon and 
California. 

WHAT THESE TREATIES MEAN 

Thus, though America defeated Japan almost single- 
handed, yet in this Peace Treaty the vital interests 
of the U. S. are subordinated to those of the U. N. 
The sovereignty of the U. S. is surrendered to the 
U. N. Clearly the design of these treaties is to sub- 
merge the U. S. in the U. N. 

Yalta was one of the greatest betrayals of history. 
These Japanese Treaties, because they ignore vital 
Amercan interests, may prove to be another Yalta. 

Our Washington leaders the past “18 years have 
subordinated™ America to alien interests, the climax 
being the U. N. Their complete reversal of, U. S. 
foreign policy of a century and more has brought pre- 
cisely the results that might have been expected. 
America has been sold out. 

WHAT CAN BE DONE 

Public opinion can—and should—stop Senate ratifi- 
cation of both these Treaties. Public opinion is still the 
most powerful force in America. That is obviously 
why the State Department has kept very quiet about 
these Treaties. «We. saw no newspaper notice that 
Hearings on the Treaties before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee were to start January 21, and we 
saw none that they would close on January 23, until 
January 22. Obviously the State Department hopes to 
push them through the Senate before the American 
people’ wake up. 

In Council Letter 279 we told of the far-reaching 
efforts of the propaganda apparatus of the State De- 
partment to be in the interests of internationalists or 
even Communists. ee 

The Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, a ma- 
jority of whom are notoriously internationalist in mind, 
will probably report both Treaties to the Senate 
promptly. 

But they can be debated at length on the Senate 
floor—if enough people demand it. 

And if they are ratified, there must be restrictions 
that will place American interests ahead of those of the 
U. N., or of any other single nation. 









The Communists. who completely surrounded 
F.D.R. during the last war influenced him into*turn- 
ing Manchuria over to the Soviet Union.

CRITICIZE GERMAN HATRED POLICY 

The Christian Anti-Defamation League, with offices 
in Detroit, today criticized The Sentinel, a Chicago} 
Jewish Weekly, because of an article appearing in its 
issue of November 10 advocating a policy of hatred 
toward future generations of Germans. 

The article states that “Germans must be regarded 
as criminals. Whether they were passive or active dur- 
ing the reign of Hitler . . . does not ameliorate their 
guilt or the guilt of future German generations.” 

The article continues by stating that “They (the 
Germans) must be made to feel their guilt.:’ 

Dr. Lawrence Reilly, Executive-Secretary of The 
Christian ADL, pointed out that The Sentinel is one 
of a number of periodicals advocating love, tolerance 
and brotherhood. He said, “The most recent declara- 
tion of The Sentinel cause it to appear that such a 
policy is to apply only to certain areas of humanity 
and that it is not to be extended to all.” 

Regarding indemnification, The Sentinel article 
states that maximum reparations must be gotten from 
Germany as partial restitution for property “stolen 
from the Jews,’”” and continues to state, “but there is 
no restitution for six million dead Jews.”

He called attention to the Associated Press dispatch 
from Berlin under a November 10 datelin which states, 
“There were hundreds of synagogues and 600,000 
Jews in Germany until November 8, 1938.” 

It is Dr. Reilly’s contention that no organization 
has ever published a reliable break-down of popula- 
tion. figures to show that anything approaching six 
million Jews were located in areas where they could be 
reached by the Nazis. “Furthermore,” he points out, 
“thousands of Jews remained in Germany, outside of 
concentration camps, until the war ended.”
